To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Howden  Rural 
District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  a 
brief  report  concerning  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959. 

HOUSING  GENERAL: 

Council  Houses. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  were  under 
construction. 


North  Cave  - 8 Bungalows. 

At  31st  December,  1959,  the  total  of  post  war  Council 
Houses  in  the  District  was  498.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  678 
Council  Houses  in  the  District. 

648  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of 
maintenance,  and  orders  for  repair  were  given  in  respect  of  1,390 
houses. 


162  houses  were  painted  externally,  and  every  site  was 
visited  daily  throughout  the  period  of  painting. 

Private  Enterprise: 

During  the  year  31  houses  were  erected  by  Private 
Enterprise,  and  at  the  year  end  a further  15  were  in  the  course  of 
erection. 

Building  Byelaws,  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act: 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  208 
cases  were  submitted  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval..  In  this 
respect  102  advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 

Und.er  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Act,  116  applications  were  received,  of  which  96  were  approved  and 
20  refused.  Of  these,  5>  applications  referred  to  Advertisements, 
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4 petrol  filling  stations,  8 dwellings,  2 access  proposals  and 
1 caravan. 

During  the  year  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  in  all  new  work,  and  included  a large  amount  of 
supervision  of  new  drainage  works  relating  to  drainage  connections 
to  the  Howden  and  North  Gave  Sewerage  Schemes. 

Housing. 


During  the  year,  12  Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  were  made, 
and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders,  10  properties  were 
demolished  during  the  year. 

In  the  same  period  123  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of 
informal  action  or  on  property  owners f own  initiative,  usually  with 
the  aid  of  a grant  scheme. 

Improvement  Grants. 

25  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received 
during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  inspections  were  carried  out 
and  written  advice  given  regarding  the  eligibility  for  grant  and 
the  works  on  which  grant  could  be  given. 

Total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  year  was  £5  >830. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1950  "the  Council  have 
authorised  grants  totalling  £25,048,  of  which  £19,650  10.  Od. had 
been  paid  up  to  Decamber  31st,  1959. 

Standard  Grants. 

The  Standard  Grant  scheme  for  the  provision  of  amenities 
to  properties  with  a minimum  of  15  years  life,  which  was  introduced 
in  July,  1959,  immediately  proved  to  be  more  popular  with  owners  of 
property. 


During  the  portion  of  the  year  in  ’which  the  scheme  was 
operative,  41  applications  were  received  and  approved;  these 
related  to  the  provision  of  standard  amenities  at  a total  maximum 
cost  of  £3,605  for  the  provision  of  42  W.C.s,  17  baths,  16  wash 
basins,  18  hot  water  systems,  and  7 food  stores. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  trunk  sewerage  scheme  was  extended  to 
the  village  of  Hotham  and  on  to  the  village  of  North  Newbald  in  the 
Beverley  Rural  District.  The  laying  of  sewer  proceeded  in  the  Parish 
of  Hotham,  and  was  completed  during  the  year. 
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” House  connections  were  commenced  immediately  to  the 
new  sewer  in  Hotham  and  in  Howden  and  North  Cave  the  re-drainage 
of  premises  and  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  W.C.s  continued 
steadily.  The  Council  continued  the  £10  grant  to  property  owners 
for  voluntary  conversions  of  pail  closets  to  W.C.s  and  extended  this 
grant  to  the  Parish  of  Hotham. 

The  Standard  Grant  scheme  has  also  proved  to  he  of 
immense  value  in  the  parishes  where  a new  sewer  has  been  provided, 
and  it  is  now  possible  to  provide  other  amenities  as  the  premises 
are  connected  to  the  sewer.

Drainage 


General 


All  new  drainage  installations  are  tested  and  inspected, 
and  considerable  help  and  advice  given  to  householders  and  owners 
where  drainage  nuisances  occur. 

Cleansing  of  dykes  was  carried  out  in  certain  parishes 
where  the  responsibility  rests  with  the  Council,  these  Parishes 
being  Howden,  Laxton,  Asselby,  Eastrington,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor, 
Newport,  Ellerton. 

Sewerage  Plants. 

The  number  of  Council  Estate  Sewerage  Plants  is  7.  and 
there  are  3 Pumping  Stations  and  a partial  treatment  works  in  con- 
nection with  the  Howden  Scheme.  Maintenance  of  pumping  equipment 
is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  the  work  on  the  disposal  sites 
in  connection  with  tanks  and  sludge  beds,  etc.  is  mainly  carried 
out  by  direct  labour. 

Conversion  and  Drainage  (other  than  North  Cave  and  Howden) 

Pail  Closets  converted  to  water  closets:  12 

Septic  tank  drainage  is  used  in  these  Parishes,  and  a 
standard  design  of  septic  tank  is  in  use  which  has  been  approved  by 
the  River  Boards  concerned. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  separate  system  of  collection  from  the  rear  of 
properties  introduced  in  mid  1958  continued  during  the  year.  The 
following  parishes  have  a weekly  collection: - 

Asselby  Hotham  Barmby  on  the  Marsh  Howden  North  Cave 

Laxton  Bubwith  Newport  Eastrington 

Gilberc'lyke  Wressle  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  Broomfleet 

Tips  at  Howden  and  Eastrington,  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor  and 
Blacktoft  received  constant  attention. 

In  this  connection  a tractor  with  bucket  and  dozer  blade 
was  purchased  during  the  year,  and  has  proved  invaluable  in  the  main- 
tenance of  tipes  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
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Meat  and  Food  Inspection: 


Licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  11  slaughterhouses  and 
one  Knacker’s  Yard  and  to  33  slaughtermen.

This  year  was  a vexy  dry  one  as  far  as  rainfall  was 
concerned,  and  demand  continued  to  increase  from  March  until  the 
peak  consumption  was  reached  in  July,  with  a total  distribution  of 
853,115  gallons  per  day. 

The  bores  at  Newbald  were  conserved  as  much  as  possible 
during  this  period  in  order  to  ensure  a supply  during  the  months 
October  - January,  which  are  the  months  of  lowest  yield  from  this 
source. 


As  a result,  the  demand  on  Goole  Borough  at  times  was  in 
the  region  of  80,000  gallons  per  day.
